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Suitablenefs of it, to Conqueft abroad: with-- 


out this Mabomet’s Banner had never 
advanc’d into Europe, nor. that Barbarous 
Race Planted on the Ruins of the Weftern 
Empire. Without this, the French Monar- 
chy had never arriv’d to. theisPrefentGrea:- 
nels, nor would. 309000 of his Subjects flie 
their Country at his Pofitive Command. 

If a King of England thould, rbough for 
any real Offence, fend his Orders to a Sub- 
ject, tho” of the meaneft fort, to be gone, 
and quit the Nation, hé would rot flir 
a Foot; and ’tis Forty to one, but hé 
Would have Manners little enough to tell 
bim fo jn plain Engiifh.
